1, Cn 10 Cctobo;r 1953 tho AQsociatioi3-joililu/;*anlan3 in Auatria called a 

meeting in Salzburg Tor the purposo of electing a co:nnittee^ as required 
by their statutoa. 



2. The Iron Guardists from Salzburg^ who had been boycotting this organiza- 
tion from the beginning> especially among the. Vclksdoutschs^ suddenly 
decided to enroll in tho organization en masse, demanding the right to 
participate in the fortlji coming election. Tnic decision v/as m-adc as the 
result of visit ^ather)7rJELIJiiri*mad^^^ Salzburg on 5 October 1953. 

Father HJELTJi3^ advised tho Legionnaires to undertake an ''inflltraticn 
action” in the organization for the jmrjjOGo of Laking over the 
Association of Kurranlana in Austria, using well l-aaown Legionnaire 
tactics which were employed in Rumania 16-18 years ago whten all student 
organizations were seized by thorn. For this purpose Father 2-rJI-XLS 
donated to the Iron Guard ap^-^roxiinately 10,000 Austrian schillings. 



3» The Legionnaires conesntrated all their available forces in Austria 
on 10 October for the purpose of dominating this meeting, and even 
brought about twenty persons from Linz . One hour before the start of 
the meeting the Legionnaires and their syripathizers blocked all entrances 
to the ineetiiig hall, threatening all those suspected of being against 
them. ^ 

4». It was under these circumstances that losef /FFSI^Z, President of the associa- 
tion, arrived at the meeting. Sizing up the situation he called the police, 
who permitted members and non-members alike to enter the meeting. 

Encouraged, the Guardists took all the strategic seats in the hall, while 
a good number of the members of the association left the meeting. Ihe 
late comers did not even enter. ^ 



On their own initiative, the Legionnaire leaders began giving speeches. 
The most forceful of all was the Legionnairey conjnandant, Vasil ejIvVILAT,
